LaDonna Tucker Given Life Sentence 


A former Coffee County resident 
was sentenced to life in prison last 
week for the 1981 murder of her es- 
tranged husband, perhaps bringing 
to an end one of the longest and 
most expensive cases in recent 
court history. 

LaDonna Lynn Huddleston 
Tucker was found guilty by a nine 
man, three woman jury on Thurs- 
day night, December 15, for her in- 
volvement in the murder of Sgt. 
Jimmy Eugene Tucker, whose 
charred body was discovered in a 
burned truck in rural Coffee County 
on January 24, 1981. 

The trial, the third in the history 
of the case, began on Monday, De- 
cember 12, at the courthouse in 
Troy and Neral again claimed 
that Mrs. Tucker conspired with her 
live-in boyfriend Douglas Ard, and 
his brother Donnie Ard, to kill Sgt. 
Tucker, who was stationed at Ft. 
Rucker.

During the trial, called the "most 
expensive ever" in the 12th Judicial 
Circuit by assistant District Attor- 
ney Bill Barr, witnesses were flown 
in from as far away as Alaska. 

Two former co-workers of Mrs. 
Tucker testified during the trial that 
the defendant had asked them to kill 
Sgt. Tucker and other relatives and 
friends testified that Mrs. Tucker 
had often stated that she wanted her 
husband dead. 

Mrs. Tucker was originally con- 
victed of the murder in March, 
1982, and was sentenced to life in 
prison; however, the decision was 
reversed by the Alabama Supreme 
Court in 1984 and a second trial 
was oF 

The second trial, held in Novem- 
ber, 1986, ended in a mistrial when 
a jury failed to reach a verdict and 
when the date for the third trial 
came the defendant failed to appear, 
delaying the trial to last week. 

The primary defense used in the 
third trial was that the murder may 
not have occurred in the court divi- 
sion in which Mrs. Tucker was 
charged. The body of Sgt. Tucker 
was discovered on County Road 6 
in the Elba division of the 12th 
Circuit, but no proof was ever pre- 
sented as to where the actual murder 
may have taken place. 

A pathologist testified that Sgt. 
Tucker died of a gunshot wound to 
the chest and was dead before his 
body and the truck in which the 
body was found was set ablaze. 

Douglas Ard, who is serving a 
life sentence along with his brother, 
testified that he was responsible for 
the death of Sgt. Tucker and said 
Mrs. Tucker knew nothing about 
the murder. 

Mrs. Tucker stood emotionless 


as the verdict was read, but cried and 
hugged her father after hearing the 
sentence. 

Judge Gary McAliley reported 
that he sentenced Mrs. Tucker to 


death due to the evidence presented 
in the case and because the murder 


was gruesome, 
The judge denied a request for an 


appeal bond.

What was Paul's 
"thorn in the flesh"? 


Bob Prichard 


Perhaps one of the more intriguing passages in all of the New Testament 
is Paul's reference to his "thorn in the flesh." After justifying his apostle- 
ship, and briefly discussing visions, Paul writes, "And lest I should be ex 
alted above measure through the abundance of the revelations, there was giv 
en to me a thorn in the flesh, the messenger of Satan to buffet me, lest | 
should be exalted above measure” (2 Corinthians 12:7). What was that 
"thorn in the flesh," and why did God allow it, even though Paul had "be 
sought the Lord thrice that it might depart” (vs. 8)? 

Explanations for Paul's "thorn in the flesh" abound. John Calvin thought 
it was spiritual temptation to shirk his duties to God. Martin Luther 
thought Paul must have been speaking of enemies, who wanted to undo his 
work. Others have thought the “thorn” might have been carnal temptations. 
Deformity of physical appearance is suggested, in that some of the Corinthi 
ans were contemptuous of him, saying "his bodily presence is weak" (2 Co- 
rinthians 10:10), Many ancient writers, such as Tertullian and Jerome, said 
that Paul's :"thorn" was some sort of severe headaches, which William Bar 
clay relates to a sort of malarial fever common to Asia Minor, where Paul 
did much of his ministry. 

The most likely explanation however, is that he had some sort of vision 
problem. It may be that Paul continued to suffer throughout life from the 
blindness he experienced on the road to Damascus. Two statements in the 
Galatian letter seem to indicate a vision problem. He told them, “If it had 
been possible, ye would have plucked out your own eyes, and given them to 
me" (4:15). Would they have plucked out their own eyes to give to Paul be 
cause he had a problem with his eyes? Also, near the end of the letter, he 
writes, "Ye see how large a letter | have written unto you with mine own 
hand" (6:11), indicating a possible vision problem. A vision problem may 
explain why Paul did not know that it was the high priest who struck him 
(Acts 23:5). 

Even though Paul "besought" the Lord three times to remove his “thorn 
in the flesh,” God's message to him was, "My grace is sufficient for thee: 
for my strength is made perfect in weakness." This allowed Paul to exclaim, 
"Most gladly therefore will I rather glory in my infirmities, that the power 
of Christ may rest upon me" (2 Corinthians 12:9). Paul found the grace of 
God to be sufficient, even as he faced his “thom,” demands of service to 
God, and opposition from within and without the church. When we face our 
"thorns in the flesh," we need to be as dedicated as Paul was, and “glory” in 
our infirmities that the power of Christ may rest upon us as we trust in the 
all-sufficient grace of the Lord.

I learned too many things to 
write about them all, but one thing 
that stuck in my mind was the ad- 
vice Ms, Gregory gives to people 
interested in broadcast journalism.

Zion Chapel High School head 
football coach Tom Moates an- 
nounced his resignation last week 
after more than 20 years in the 
esl 4 profession and according 
to Coach Moates the decision was 
based on the inability to adhere to 
his deepest coaching beliefs and his 
health. 

"As long as I've been in coach- 
ing I've tried to teach that if you 
put your life in order there is noth- 
ing you can't accomplish,” said 
Moates. "I believe you should put 
God first, your family second, aca- 
demics third and then football and 
give each of these priorities your 
best and that if you do that you will 
be able to reach the potential that is 
inherent in all of you. During the 
trying times this past season, | be- 
came more aware of the truthfulness 
of my own coaching philosophy 
and even though the win-loss record 
didn't indicate it, I have to admit 
that my priorities became football 
first, football second and football 
third. Since the end of the season, I 
have had time to evaluate my be- 
liefs and future goals and realized 
that my health and family are God 
given gifts that I should not take 
lightly. My health has suffered 
somewhat the past few years and I 
look forward to spending much 
more quality time with my fami- 
ly.” 
Coach Moates began his coach- 
ing career in 1967 at Holly Hill 
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Junior Hill School, in Enterprise 
and in 1968-70 was the first foot- 
ball coach at Dauphin Junior High, 
in Enterprise. He then spent five 
years at Enterprise Junior High as 
the head football coach and at the 
same time served as a scout for the 
Enterprise High School team. 
Moates went to Coffee Springs 
High School in 1975 as an assist- 
ant coach in football and basketball 
and in 1977 helped Coffee Springs 
post a perfect regular season record 
and a runner up spot in the state 
playoffs. Moates attended the 
Southwestern Baptist Theological 
Institute, in Dallas, Texas, for two 
years and served as a dorm supervis- 
or at the Bucker Children’s Home. 
He returned to the coaching ranks in 
1983, when he accepted the head 
football post at Zion Chapel High 
School and in his first year led the 
Rebels to the state playoffs. He 
held the post at Zion Chapel until 
his resignation last week. 

"It is the American way to win,” 
said Moates, "Everybody wants to 
win and win at all costs. The late, 
great Coach Paul Bryant once said 
that winning wasn't everything, but 
it sure beat coming in second and 
another coach once said that win- 
ning wasn't everything, it was the 
only thing. I believe that a winner 
isn't a person that never loses, but a 
person who can get back up after a 
setback to fight again. I believe that

"The most satisfying and gratify- 
ing thing that I have received from 
coaching is watching my former 
players grow and mature into re- 
sponsible, successful adults,” said 
Moates.

Horticulture Tips

flower shop or garden center and 
then into the home can be quite a 
shock for them. You need to pro- 
vide the proper light, temperature, 
moisture and soil conditions to 
keep the plant looking pretty after 
the holidays are over. 

Here are some tips on caring for 
the most popular Christmas plants. 

Azaleas - Although most peo- 
ple associate with azaleas with 
spring, these plants bloom in may 
florist shops during the Christmas 
season. Some varieties are even 
suitable for planting outdoors. To 
keep azaleas blooming, set the pot 
in a saucer that has water in it at all 
times. Put plants in indirect sun- 
light. Plant hardy varieties outdoors 
after they stop blooming. Azaleas 
will remain in bloom from mid- 
winter until early spring if they are 
kept in a location where they have 
diffused sunlight and temperatures 
of 55-60 degrees and if they are wa- 
tered frequently. Grow them in this 
cool, bright location until May. 

In May plan azaleas before the 
first frost and set the potted plants 
in a frost-free coldframe. Unless the 
plants have a period of chilling, 
they bloom irregularly, if at all. 

In November, bring the plants 
indoors. Keep them in moderate 
light and cool temperatures and wa- 
ter frequently. Keep dust off the 
leaves by syringing them with wa- 
ter. Azalea plants should bloom 6- 
10 weeks after they are brought in- 
doors.

Poinsettia - The poinsettia is 
one of the most popular Christmas 
holiday plants, Although the red are 
the most common, pink and white 
ones are also available. 

The poinsettia is a native of 
Mexico, The plant was introduced 
into the United States in 1825. A 


_common misconception about the 


poinsettia is that it is poisonous. 
Research shows that poinsettias 
contain no chemicals commonly 
considered toxic, however, it should 
not be eaten. 

How often and how much to wa- 
ter a poinsettia varies from one lo- 
cation to another depending on tem- 
perature and light. Generally, plants 
should be watered lightly once or 
twice a week rather than heavily at 
one time, Don't place the plant in a 
draft. Indirect natural light will pre- 
vent premature leaf drop. 

Poinsettias should be located 
where they will receive the maxi- 
mum sunlight. Avoid a drafty site 
which results in rapid temperature 
change and leaf drop. Nights should 
be kept cooler than the day. A night 
temperature of 60-65 degrees results 
in a higher quality plant and an ex- 
tended bloom period. Keep the soil 
moist but not soggy. About two 
weeks after receiving the plant, feed 
it with a complete fertilizer. Use a 
soluble fertilizer according to direc- 
tions on the package every 10 to 14 
days until the plant loses its bracts. 
Be sure to water thoroughly and al- 
low water to drain through the pot. 


"Four calling birds." Frankly, 
this song has too many "bird phras- 
es. Turkey and chicken are heart- 
healthy when eaten without the 
skin. 

"Five golden rings." Onion 
rings fried to a golden brown sound 
great, but vegetables stir-fry quickly 
in small amount of oil are just as 
colorful and appealing, and a lot 
healthier for you. 

"Six geese a-laying." Go ahead- 
-have two-egg omelet. To limit the 
amount of cholesterol, however, 
use one whole egg and only the 
white of the other egg. 

"Seven swans a-swimming.” 
Don't forget to exercise during the 
holidays. Instead driving to the post 
office to drop off your Christmas 
cards, walk. 

"Eight maids a-milking.” Make 
low-fat dairy products part of your 
meals and snacks. By using yogurt 
for sour cream in dips and other rec- 
ipes, you'll come out on the lighter 
end. 

"Nine ladies dancing.” Instead 
of plopping down in front of the 
tube after the holiday feast, grab a 
partner and kick up your heels.

Exhausted from the day's shop- 
ping I ran into the grocery for a few 
items before heading home.

The ball of blonde fur made my 
acquaintance at the back door when 
he ran under my feet and toppled me 
and four dozen eggs.

1988 will go into the record 
books in just a couple of days and 
the following is a brief review of 
the year as seen on the front page of 
The Elba Clipper: 


JANUARY 


January 7 - Elba mayor Bob 
English said Tuesday that he ex- 
pected to receive the deed for the 
former Gunter-Dunn building some 
time this week. The mayor stated 
the city council would seek a pri- 
vate individual to tear down the 
building or have city crews tear 
down the building and haul away 
the materials. 


January 14 - Public hearings 
began this week before the Alabama 
Department of Insurance concerning 
the controversial takeover attempt 
of National Security Insurance 
Company by a New Orleans finan- 
cier who has stated he would "fire 
all the employees except the sales- 
men” if the takeover was success- 
ful. 


January 21 - The City of Elba 
lost one of its most popular and 
prominent citizens last week when 
Maxwell Reeves, Sr., died at the 
Elba General Hospital following an 
extended illness. Reeves, age 72, 
was the former Tax Collector of 
Coffee County. 


January 28 - A 23-year-old 
Elba man was killed Monday while 
working at a construction site near 
Montgomery. Terry Wayne Wil- 
liamson, of Elba, was reportedly 
working at a bridge construction 
site on U.S. Highway 31, near 
Pintlala, when a boom fell from a 
crane he was dismantling and was 
struck the victim.

February 4 - The retrial of La- 
Donna Lynn Tucker, a former Cof- 
fee County resident accused of mur- 
der in connection with the 1981 
shooting death of her husband, had 
her retrial postponed last week in 
Troy and had a date of March 21 set 
for the second hearing of the case. 


February 11 - The excitement 
of falling snow, freezing rain and an 
unexpected holiday from school 
tured suddenly into shock and deep 
sadness last week as a popular stu- 
dent at Elba High School was killed 
instantly in a car-tractor trailer acci- 
dent within the city limits. Brooke 
Renee Daugherty, age 14, was 
killed when the car in which she 
was a passenger swerved on an icy 
bridge and slid into the path of an 
oncoming tractor trailer. The driver 
of the tractor trailer was uninjured, 
while the driver of the car, the vic- 
tim's brother, received serious inju- 
ries. 


February 18 - Elba football 
standout Troy Sanders made it offi- 
cial last week that he would become 
a member of the Florida State Sem- 
inoles when he signed a national 
letter of intent. Sanders was heavily 
recruited by Florida State as well as 
SEC schools Auburn and Missis- 
sippi State, but made it official 
when signed with FSU.

March 10 - The Coffee County 
Democratic Party will meet this 
Saturday morning in the Elba court- 
house to begin qualifying for sever- 


al county officials. The offices open 
for qualifying will be probate judge, 
all county commissioners and three 
places on the county board of educa- 
tion, 


March 17 - The Elba City 
Board of Education met last Thurs- 
day and gave approval for the Elba 
High School band to begin raising 
funds for a 1989 trip to the Baha- 
mas. Band director Gary Bradley es- 
timated the trip would cost approxi- 
mately $50,000 and stated the band 
boosters hoped to raise enough 
money so that no member would be 
left home. 


March 24 - The new owner- 
ship of Dorsey Trailers celebrated 
its first anniversary last Saturday 
with a daylong celebration at Haw- 
kins-Williams Park, in Elba. Hun- 
dreds of employees and their fami- 
lies enjoyed the games, giveaways 
and tons of free food that company 
officials provided,

urday night, March 26, at the Elba 
High School auditorium and 
crowned as the new Little Miss 
Elba was Laura Crowe, the seven- 
year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs.

APRIL 


April 7 - The Coffee County 
Grand Jury last week indicted a rural 
Coffee County man accused of capi- 
tal murder in connection with the 
March 12 s’-*"gulation death of a 
seven-year-old Enterprise youth. 
William Thomas Horstead, of the 
Shiloh Community, was arrested 
near midnight on March 12 and 
charged in the death of the child, 
whose body was found in a vacant 
lot. 


April 14 - The annual Miss 
Elba pageant was held on Saturday 
night, April 9, at the Elba High 
School auditorium and crowned as 
the new Miss Elba was Whitney 
Wise, the 16-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. Shirley Wise and the late Mr, 
Jimmy Wise. A total of seven

April 21 - The 3rd annual

Suzanne Mace report- 
edly became sleepy last Wednesday 
night while attending church and 
was later found passed out in a rest- 
room in the church. The exact cause 
of the coma was not determined.

June 9 - The lovely brick home 
of Mrs, Charles Harrison was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire last Wed- 
nesday. The Elba Fire Department 
responded to the blaze quickly and 
appeared to making progress on ex- 
tinguishing the blaze, only to run 
out of water. The home was totally 
engulfed by the time additional wa- 
ter arrived al the scene. 


June 16 - The Elba City Board 
of Education met on Tuesday and 
voted unanimously to employ La- 
mar Foley as the Superintendent of 
Education. Foley will assume the 
duties on July 1 and will replace 
Billy Crews, who resigned recently.

August 11 - The Elba City 
Council reported at its meeting this 
week that it was expecting a check 
in the amount of $20,000 from a 
French firm holding the lease on 
the Elba Hydro Plant, located on 
the Pea River, south of town, An 
additional $40,000 payment is ex- 
pected within 60 days. 


August 18 - Members of the 
Elba Rescue Squad are pictured on 
the front page as they prepared to 
begin the search for a drowning vic- 
tim at a private pond in the county. 
The victim, James Bundy, reported- 
ly dove into the water and swam 
two-thirds of the way across the 
pond before going under. His body 
was located shortly before nightfall 
with-the aid of hooks. 


August 25 - The voters in the 
City of Elba turned out in record 
number at Tuesday's municipal 
election and after the votes were 
counted it became evident that the 
voters would have to return for a 
runoff election to chose a mayor 
and three members of the city coun- 
cil. 


SEPTEMBER 


September 1 - The Peoples

September 8 - The Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeals has up- 
held the sentencing of a 51-year-old 
Jack resident found guilty of sodo- 
my and production of obscene mate- 
rials. The appeals court announced 
that it had affirmed the nine year 
prison sentence of Melvin Arnold, 
as handed down by Circuit Judge 
Riley Green. 


September 15 - The voters in 
the City of Elba returned to the 
polls Tuesday and elected a new 
mayor. Fred Moore, a retired mili- 
lary sergeant, outpolled two-time 
incumbent Bob English 860-830 to 
eam the post. 


September 22 - The Liberty 
Church of Christ was the scene of a 
devastating pre-dawn fire last Friday 
morning, The building suffered ex- 
tensive damage with flames buming 
through the roof in the back half of 
the facility. The church is located 
on the Elba-Samson Highway 
about one mile south of Buck Mill 
Creek. 


September 29 - A lawsuit 
filed against four Elba school offi- 
cials has been terminated and those 
named in the suit submitted a letter 
for the permanent school board 
records denying the charges in the 
court suit. The suit alleged that 
board members met in secret with 
the superintendent to renew his con- 
tract. 


OCTOBER 


October 6 - SEABASS, in 
conjunction with its project to 
"Save The Pea River,” will offer 
river trips all day Saturday using 
pontoon boats leaving from the 
River Park, in Elba. The rides will 
also be conducted on Sunday and 
arts and crafts will be on display. 


October 13 - The Coffee 
County Commission met in regu! ar 


session on Monday and voted to 
sell the present health department 
building in Enterprise to the First 
Baptist Church, in Enterprise, for 
$80,000. The county will be al- 
lowed to remain in the building 
rent-free until the new health facili- 
ty is constructed, 


October 20 - The New Brock- 
ton City Council met on Monday 
night and voted 4-1 to elect incum-: 
bent Jim Driskell to the post of 
mayor. Driskell and incumbent 
councilman Robert Miles had tied 
215-215 in a runoff election and 
Miles later filed a challenge to the 
election, but it was dismissed and 
the council was told to chose the 
new mayor. 


October 27 - A Coffee County 
landowner who appeared at the 
Monday meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission and stated he 
would "Iet a judge and 12 men" de- 
cide whether or not he could legally 
vote in Coffee County lived up to 
his threat and this week filed suit 
challenging the removal of he and 
his wife from official county voting 
records. The suit was filed by Dell 
Ellis. 


NOVEMBER 


November 3 - A logging truck 
overturned on Tuesday night on 
Highway 84 West, near Danley's 
Crossroads and blocked the highway 
for over an hour as clean up crews 
moved the wrecked truck and logs. 
The driver of the truck was un- 
harmed in the accident. 


November 10 - Alabama Goy- 
ernor Guy Hunt announced last 
week the awarding of nearly $17.5 
million in community development 
block grants and included among 
the cities receiving grants was the 
City of Elba, which received a grant 
for $327,000, for the improvement 
of storm drainage in the city. 


November 17 - The long time 
lream of National Security Insu- 
‘ance Company president Jack 
Brunson became a reality on Thurs- 
day when formal dedication ceremo- 


nies were held at the "Veterans’ Me- 
morial Park," located at the 
company's corporate headquarters in 
Elba. The park was constructed to 
honor county residents who served 
in the armed forces. 


November 24 - Jubilation was 
evident on the sidelines in a front 
page picture that showed New 
Brockton football coach Leavy 
Boutwell riding on the shoulders of 
his players following last week's

December 8 - Circuit Judge 
Terry Butts declared a mistrial last 
week in the voter residency case of 
a former Coffee County man after 
the seven-man, five-woman jury 
failed to reach a verdict after nearly 
two days of deliberation, A new 
date for the next trial will be an- 
nounced. 


December 15 - The Coffee 
County Board of Education took a 
major step toward the implementa- 
tion of a proposed $2 million reno- 
vation project at last week's mect- 
ing when it voted to employ a 
Montgomery firm to handle bond- 
ing procedures.
